4  “Mr.”  and  Its  Equivalents. 

During  the  past  twelvemonth,  says 
the  London  “  Figaro,”  a  slight  change 
has  been  introduced  in  adetail  of  musi¬ 
cal  criticism.  The  various  foreign 
equivalents  of  the  prefix  ‘“Mr.  ”  have 
long  perplexed  critics,  printer,  and 
readers.  We  have  been  expected  to 
write  about  Mr.  Mackenzie,  M. 
Gounod,  Signor  Verdi,  Herr  Wagner, 
Senor  Sarasate,  Pan  Dvorak,  Per 
Norblom,  and  Gaspodin  Pachmann. 
On  the  Continent  these  distinctions  aye^ 
entirely  unknownl  In  Germany  they 
would  refer  to  Herr  Mackenzie*  in  It¬ 
aly  to  Signor  Pachmann,  in  France  to 
M.  Warner,  etc.  Twelve  months  ago 
the  “  Figaro  ”  began  to  write  of  every 
male,  of  whatever  nationality,  as  “Mr.” 
About, the  same  period  or  shortly  after¬ 
ward  (as  the  form  was  avowedly  bor- 
,  rowed  from  abroad  tKere  is  no  need 
to  quarrel  on  the  point  of  time),  the 
custom  was  adopted  by  the  “Daily  Tel¬ 
egraph”  and  the>“  St  James’s  Ga¬ 
zette,”  but  we  believe  no  other  paper 
has  yet  made  the  plunge.  The  thing 
jarred  a  little  at  first,  but  we  seem  soon 
to  have  got  used  to  it.  In  a  half  heart¬ 
ed  sort  of  way  some  of  us  have  also 
adopted  the  prefix  “Miss  ’"for  unmar. 
ried  artists.  But  here  we  have  all 
stopped  Nobody,  so  far  as  I  know, 
has  yet  had  sufficient  courage  to  refer 
to  Mrs.  Patti,  Mrs.  Nilsson,  or  Mrs. 
Schumann.  It  would  be  perfectly  log¬ 
ical  to  do  so — far  more  logical,  indeed, 
than  to  use  the  senseless  prefix 
“madam”  when  writing  adout  an  Ital¬ 
ian  or  a  German  lady.  Abrofid,  and 
particularly  in  France,  they  carry  the 
matter  still  further,  and  translate  the 
title  of  works  into  the  language  of  the 
country.  Thus,  “II  Trovatore  ”  be¬ 
comes  “  Le  Trouvere,”  and  “  Die  Meis- 
tersinger  ”  figures  as  “  Les  Maitres 
Chanteurs  de  Nuremberg.”  We  our¬ 
selves  in  England  do  something  of 
the  sort,  and  in  referring  to  Schu¬ 
mann's  works,  we  almost  invariably 
translate  their  German  titles  into  Eng¬ 
lish.  Possibly  it  may  be  deemed  hope¬ 
less  yet  to  secure  some  sort  of  uni¬ 
formity  in  these  things.  The  Herr, 
the  Monsieur,  and  the  Signor,  will 
probably  tlouriah  for  some  time  to 
come,  although  writers  will  hesitate  to 
commit  the  absurdity  of  trying  to  pop¬ 
ularize  the  prefixes  “  Pan,”  “  Per,”  and 
“  Gaspodin.”  But  the  general  use  of 
the  word  “  Mr.”  is  at  any  rate  the  thin 
end  oi  the  wedge. 

Lake*  Churned  Into  Suda. 

I  had  heard  much  of  the  famous  medical 
lake,  sixteen  miles  west  of  here,  and  so  drove 
out  to  see  it  among  the  clouds  of  dust,  gusts 
of  wind  and  broiling  snn  alternately.  Th® 
trig^ut  and  back  was  pleasant,  however,  a 
constant  cliango  of  scenery  and  succession  of 
surprises. 

We  found  there  were  three  lakes  Instead  of 
one,  all  the  same  water,  said  to  contain  “life’s 
elixir,”  a  cure  for  all  human  ailments.  No 
doubt  there  are  valuable  properties  in  the 
water,  os  attested  by  the  analysis  and  the 
numerous  testimony  of  those  relieved  by  its 
use. 

W e  were  prepared  for  a  bath,  but  time  and 
inclination  both  forbid;  time,  because  of  the 
inclination  first  to  eat  ;  inclination  from  the 
presence  of  certain  dead  reptiles  in  the  water 
to  be  seen — a  thing,  as  the  attendant  said, 
“never  before  known.” 

I  said  reptiles ;  these,  were  at  the  bottom  of 
the  lake,  which  seemed  half  lizard,  half  fish, 
with  the  fins  of  a  fish,  the  arms  of  a  lizard, 
the  body  of  neither,  with  the  fins  of  the  tail 
horizontal,  instead  of  perpendicular  as  with 
a  fish,  a  sort  of  a  mongrel,  as  like  a  salaman¬ 
der.  In  f&i  t,  these  must  have  had  peculiar 
tenacity  of  life  to  have  lived  in  these  waters 
at  all.  charged  with  salts  as  like  lye,  out  of 
which  near  by  they  were  making  soap.  The 
tiny  waves  of  the  lake  had  lashed  the  water 
into  a  foam,  precisely  in  appearance  as  like  a 
heavy  soap  suds,  the  frothy  suds  piling  up  in 
some  places  a  foot  deep*  or  more.— Portland 
Oregonian.

The  day  of  genuine  eu.u^^ung  u  gone. 
The  anuggW  of  the  boy's  romance  of  the 
am.  who  sailed  la  a  “dark.  «u»pi  ms  looking 
craft"  and  had  a  cave  hid  aume  where  far 
away,  where  ha  stored  his  x<**U  ami  held 
dark  conclaves  at  night,  has  |>a_-aed  away, 
and  there  are  thoe  who  believe  be  never 
existed  at  alL  But  smuggling  has  not 
stopped.  Only  now  they  do  not  go  in  gangs 
and  sail  their  own  ship®  They  do  not  wear 
red  shirts  and  .-uthuaea  nowadays.  They 
are  entirely  respe'-table  peowte,  and  go  in  the 
best  society  They  wear  line  clothes  and 
diamonds,  and  are  very  friendly  with  the 
customs  officers.  The  smuggling  le  now 
done  mostly  by  fashionable  *  people  who 
travel  and  by  business  men. 

“We  can  never  tell  bo m  much  is  done,” 
said  a  special  agent  of  the  government  to  a 
reporter.  “I  have  no  doubt  an  immense 
number  of  things  are  landed  without  duty. 
There  if  no  such  thing  as  a  band  of  smug¬ 
glers,  but  nearly  every  steamer  brings  over 
some  contraband  goods. 

“They  are  generally  fl»«  la«*es,  millinery, 
expensive  tailor  trimmings,  and  tbe  like.  A 
great  many  business  men  go  abroad  with 
trunks  and  bring  them  back  full  of  these 
things.  They  are  very  expensive,  and  many 
thousand  dollars’  worth  can  1*  brought  over 
in  a  very  email  space.  EJxpensivu  feathers, 
fine  velvets  and  ribbons,  laces,  silk  braid 
and  trimmings  of  all  sorts  take  up  but  little 
space  and  are  subject  to  high  duty.  Some¬ 
times  smugglers  get  caught.  We  can’t  tell 
bow  often  they  don?t  Jewelry  is  smuggled 
in  to  a  great  extent,  particularly  diamonds. 
Nearly  all  tb«*  diamonds  brought  to  this 
country  are  suiirggletl  We  know  that  a 
great  quantity  of  these  g6nis  are  imported, 
but  we  have  never  collected  duty  on  many. 
Such  an  immense  value  can  be  carried  in  so 
small  a  place  that  it  is  (easy  to  evade  the 
customs  officers.  Ten  thousand  dollars’ 
worth  of  diamonds  might  be  carried  in  a 
man’-,  vest  pocket.  Who  would  think  to 
search  him  unless  he  was  suspected  of  smug¬ 
gling?  The  customs  officers  can’t  search 
»very  body. 

“But  then,”  he  added,  ap  if  he  feared  he 
was  offering  too  much  encouragement  to 
lut ions  of  tbe  customs,  ‘*yqu  mud  not  thiqk  it 
altog  ther  a  safe  business.  You  might  get 
caught  when  you  least  expected.  Men  who 
think  they  are  perfectly  safe  often  fall  into  a 
trap.  There  are  people  who  are  always 
ready  to  give  information  that  will  lead  to 
the  uncovering  of  a  smuggler.  The  govern 
ment  was  warned  by  an  anonymous  letter 
not  l<>ng  since  that  a  certain  party  would  sail 
from  Euro]>e  on  a  certain  steamer,  and  that 
if  we  would  search  him  we  would  find  dia¬ 
monds.  We  were  on  the  watch.  He  was  a 
very  gentlemanly  man  of  fine  appearance  ami 
good  address.  He  had  only  the  ordinary- lug¬ 
gage:  was  perfectly  willing  that  it  should  be 
searched,  but  was  amused  at  the  idea  of  lasing 
$u>i*  ted  of  smuggling.  The  officers  felt 
rather  chean  after  a  fruitless  search,  and 
were  apologizing  for  the  trouble  they  bad 
givei'  him.  when  one  of  them  picked  up  a 
cake  of  soap  out  of  his  dressing  case.  Then* 
was  nothing  peculiar  in  tbe  appearance  of  tjie 
soap,  tut  wiupti  tbe  officer  handled  it  toe 
roughly  it  barffce  open  and  out  rolled  the  Little 
sparl  ling  gems.  The  inside  of  the  cake  had 
been  hollowed  opt  and  SiqOOO  worth  of  dia¬ 
monds  stowed  away  in  the  cavity.  Had  we 
not  l-cen  notified  he  would  have  been  per 
fectly  safe  anil  got  through  as  the  others  have 
done.  But  no  man  can  be  sure  that  he  will 
not  be  the  one  to  be  caught.  Our  informers 
are  everywhere.  The  government  can  give  a 
reward  of  pa  much  as  half  the  value  of  the 
goods  seized  to  the  informer.  This  is  an  in¬ 
ducement  to  many  people  to  report  any  cases 
that  come  under  their  notice.  There  are 
people  constantly  on  the  ldokout  on  the  other 
side,  and  we  are  notified  when  to  look  for 
smugglers.  A  great  many  patriotic  citizens 
have  an  antipathy  for  smugglers,  and  do,  as 
a  matter  of  principle,  report  every  one  the} 
find.  Preachers  are  particularly  apt  to  do 
this.  The  doth  is  our  best  source  of  informa¬ 
tion.  People  generally  brag,  on  going 
abroad,  that  when  they  return  they  will 
bring  so  and  so  Without  duty.  W e  generally 
bear  of  this  and  are  on  tbe  lookout.  Only 
the  other  day  a  gentleman  came  to  the  office 
and  informed  me  o!  parties  who  were  going 
to  bring  over  a  let  of  valuable  things.  He 
did  it  merely  because  he  hated  smuggling. 

OIVI  THEM  A  WAT. 

“Their  fellow  passengers  frequently  give 
them  away.  In  coming  over  that  way,  all 
crowded  in  close  quarters,  and  away  out  at 
sea,  people  become  more  confidential' than 
they  would  undor  ordinary  circumstances, 
and  they  tell  each  other  what  they  have  in 
their  trunks  that  will  escape  duty.  Some¬ 
times  a  man  will  give  confidence  in  order  to 
get  it.  He  will  tell  how  he  is  going  to  fool 
the  customs  officers,  and,  like  ‘the  man  with 
the  moist  eye,’  get  the  confidence  of  others 
who  want  to  do  the  same  thing.  Of  course 
he  never  has  any  contraband  goods  himself, 
and  he  sees  that  the  rest  dqn’t  get  through  the 
custom  bouse.  Sometimes  passenrers  get 
mail  with  each  other  and  turn  informer  out 
of  «rite.  Women  frequently  do  this.  I  have 
beard,  too.  of  information  bejnv  given  as  a 
prac-ical  joke  which  afterwL  ]^*>  urned  out 
seriously. 

“But  experienced  smugglers,”  continued 
the  special  agent,  rdo  not  get  caught  thus. 
They  are  generally  known  as  dealers,  and 
their  baggage  is  very  closely  watched,  but 
they  never  make  a  confidant  of  any  one. 
Tourists  do  much  stnutojling.  They  bring 
presents  to  their  frienas  and  collect  orna¬ 
ments  and  all  sorts  of  things  they  can  get 
cheap  abroad,  and  try  to  slip  them  through 
without  duty.  Many  people  do  this  without 
knowing  that  they  are  violating  the  law. 
They  think  that  anything  i  they  do  not  intend 
to  sell  is  not  dutiable.  With  thousands  of 
dollars  worth  of  things  in  their  trunk,  they 
will  swear  that  they  haveino  dutiable  goods. 
Their  surprise  is  genuine  when  the  goods  are 
seize>  1.  The  question  what  const  i  tutes  a  lady’s 
or  a  geutleman’s  wardrobe  is  one  that  botheis 
us  much.  In  former  years  the  station  of  the 
person  was  taken  into  consideration.  If  a 
very  wealthy  man  had  a  dozen  suits  of 
clothes,  a  lot  of  jewelry,  and  all  sorts  of  ex¬ 
pensive  toggery,  it  was  considered  nothing 
more  than  his  right.  But  for  a  man  of  less 
means  to  have  so  mnch  made  him  an  object 
of  suspicion,  and  be  was  liable  to  arrest  for 
smuggling.  The  same  way  with  women.  A 
rich  woman  in  fashionable  life  could  bring 
over  $100,000  worth  of  jewelry  and  dresses. 
Though  this  was  logical,  inasmuch  as  it 
might  properly  oe  presumed  that  one  who 
could  not  afford  to  wear  such  expensive  tog¬ 
gery  must  be  bringing  it  Hot  for  their  Own 
use,  yet  it  seemed  an  unjust,  discrimination 
against  the  poor  in  favor  Of  the  rich,  and  the 
method  had  to  be  abolished— W ashington 
Star.  _  I  ,

Tbe  Ke;  -  are  said 
to  have  much  better  wul  than  the  mainland, 
as  iiuleed  they  must  have  if  vegetables  inn 
sure— afuilv  be  grown  ou  them  Small  Nailing 
boats  pJy  among  them,  carrying  their  prod¬ 
ucts  to  market  at  Key  West. 

Tbe  island  of  Key  NV*-st  i»  tie-  ni<*t  westerly 
of  the  Florida  Keys  of  any  importance,  but 
not  the  most  westerly  in  fart,  for  the  Dry 
Tortuga**  lie  still  f  urthor  to  tbe  westward.  It 
is  possible  for  the  visitor  to  Key  Wat  to 
make  a  trip  to  the  Dry  Tortugas  in  i 
sailboat  that  make®  occasional  trips,  but 
there  is  hardly  enough  to  be  seen  there  to  pay 
for  tbe  risk  of  seasickness  and  a  thorough 
wetting;  nothing  but  a  strip  of  sand  and 
some  fortifications  that  have  been  left  very 
much  to  themselves  since  tbe  war  claeed. 
Key  West  is  a  tiny  island,  six  miles  long  by 
two  or  three  wide,  rocky,  unproductive,  bare 
ren.  The  city,  tbe  most  thoroughly  un- 
American  of  cities,  contains  about  1U,UU0  in¬ 
habitants,  of  whom  5.000,  1  should  think,  are 
engaged  in  making  cigars.  What  the  city 
was  1  can  tell  to  a  nicety,  for  I  have  spent 
some  time  there;  but  what  it  is  now.  since  a 
great  fire  has  swept  over  it  and  destroyed  a 
large  number  of  its  wooden  buildings,  I  am 
unable  to  say. 

The  population  is  largely  foreign,  a  great 
many  Cubans  having  come  over  from 
Havana,  attracted  by  the  high  wage®  paid 
to  makers  of  cigars.  Many  natives  of  the 
Bahamas,  too,  find  there  more  congenial 
homes  than  on  their  own  coral  islands.  Not 

small  nunilier  of  these  latter  have  left 
their  country  equally  for  their  i-ountry’s 
good  and  their  own.  for  the  Bahama  govern¬ 
ment  loses  no  opport unity  to  rid  i»**lf  of  its 
worst  classes  by  offering  them  inducements 
to  emigrate  to  Key  West.  “Prison  or  Key 
West''  is  an  alternative  well  known  among 
criminal  darkies  in  Nassau,  and  wit  .  a  free 
passage  offered  there  is  uot  much  doubt  about 
the  choice.  Even  the  prison  doors  are  some¬ 
times  opened  to  this  end,  for  it  has  I »ceu 
found  cheaper  to  pay  a  prisoner’s  fare  to  Key 
West  than  to  feed  nnd  clothe  him  in  Nassau. 
Most  of  the  Key  West  people,  it  seemed  to 
me,  lived  iu  little  one  and  two  story  fratno 
houses,  generally  with  a  yard  in  front, 
where  flowers  grew.  But  the  city  was  in  a 
filthy  condition  that  hardly  anything  but  a 
great  fire  could  change. — William  Drysdule 
in  New  York  Times.
